Document 1 discloses the following. 

1 . Transfer procedure of license consisting of steps 1 -4 below 

Step 1 : If a multimedia content item itself does not exist in the second 

apparatus, the content is copied to the second apparatus. 
Step 2: A content descriptor is copied to the second storage apparatus. If 

the content is encrypted or partially encrypted, the descriptor has a 

valid decryption key for the first apparatus. 
Step 3: The content descriptor of the first storage apparatus is cleared. 
Step 4: A new decryption key is generated for the use of the multimedia 

content in the storage apparatus and is inserted into the copied 

content descriptor, (paragraph 15) 

2. Above procedures are valid only if the decryption key is advantageously used 
for a single storage apparatus or a single reproduction application. Therefore, 
the copied multimedia content including the copied content descriptor cannot 
be reproduced in the second storage apparatus until a new key is generated. 
Thus, interruption of the procedure removes any danger of falsification 
related to illegal duplication of licenses, (paragraph 0016) 

The multimedia content exists physically on both first and second storage 
apparatus. However, this content item can be reproduced only in the second storage 
apparatus until the license in the form of the content descriptor is returned to the first 
storage apparatus, (paragraph 0017)

Document 2 discloses the following: 

Having migration means for moving audio information, when instructed to 
move the audio information stored on a first recording medium to a second recording 
medium, such that the audio information is recorded to the second recording medium 
without deleting the audio information, and the audio information management 
information is deleted to make reproduction of the audio information invalid. The 
procedure does not delete audio information after moving audio information to 
another medium. Instead, the procedure deletes the program that is the management 
information moved with the audio information and thereby makes reproduction 
impossible, (paragraphs 0017 to 0018). 



Document 3 describes art in which the content reproduction apparatus 
acquires missing content from the missing content storage section and uses the 
differential content from the server to reproduce the content, (abstract) 

Instead of the art of document 1 of making reproduction impossible by the 
use of a content descriptor, using the art of making reproduction impossible by 
making part of the content invalid (for example, the deletion of the management 
information of document 2 and the differential content of document 3) to achieve the 
configuration of claim 1 would be easily achieved by a party skilled in the art. 
Claims 1-24 do not appear to involve an inventive step. Note that re-encoding is 
ordinary art.
